PAKISTAN REPORTS AID TO AFGHAN REFUGEES

[Text) Quetta, Jam ll: All possible assistance is being provided by the 


Government agencies to Afghan refugees lodged in camps who have been hard 
hit by severe cold weather. 


As already stated officially the number of Afghan refugees who have crossed 
into Pakistan now exceeds four lakh. Of these over 65,000 refugees are 
lodged in 29 camps in Baluchistan. 


The Pakistan authorities are providing all possible relief to the refugees 

to mitigate their sufferings utilising Pakistan's own available resources 

and the assistance provided by the UN High Commissioner for Refugees and 

some other friendly countries. Tents, blankets and quilts have been supplied 
toward off the severe cold. Foodstuff is also being made available to the 
Afghan refugees. 


The special teams sent by the UN High Commissioner for Refugees have already 
appreciated the relief work undertaken by the Pakistan authorities in spite 
of the enormous magnit--de of the problem and the acute burden on the state's 
economy . 


The help provided by Pakistan to Afghan refugees is purely on humanitarian 
considerations and in keeping with the Islamic tradition of brotherhood. 


In view of the magnitude and dimension of the problem President General Mo- 
hammad Zia-ul-Hdaq recently made an appeal to the people to come forward in 
a big way in supplementing the Government efforts to provide relief to the 
Afghan refugees. 


Despite all possible assistance being provided the increasing number of 
refugees make the matter more difficult.--PPI

"TIMES OF INDIA' COMMENTS ON GANDHI VICTORY 
BK101341 Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 8 Jan 80 p 8 BK 
(Editorial: "Without Malice”) 


[Text] By electing Mrs Gandhi and her nominees to the Lok Sabha in an over- 
whelming majority, the people of India have given themselves another chance 
to continue the task of buildtag a viable nation-state. This is the central 
significance of the unprecedented victory of the congress-Il. Once again the 
country will have in office at the center a leader who is firmly in command 
of her party and whose appeal cuts across all the great divides in the Indian 
ommunity, religious, social, linguistic and regional. For she is as popular 
among the caste Hindus as among the Harijand minorities. If anything, she 
commands a larger following among the latter. And she is as popular in the 
south as in the Hindi-speaking north. Similarly, once again the country 
will have in power a party which is not a loose coalition of disparate and 
incompatible elements and is therefore capable of tashioning a truly national 
approach to domestic as well as international issues. 


As in 1966 when she first assumed the office of prime minister, Mrs Gandhi 

is returning to power at a difficult period in the nation's history. Now 

as then the country is experiencing a terrible drought. Now as then it is 
exposed to an intolerable inflationary pressure on prices. If the food 
situation at present is reassuring, the nation faces the grim prospect of 
spending all its foreign exchange earnings on the import of just two items-- 
oil and fertilizer. And seldom before has the problem of discipline in all 
walks of Life been so acute as it is today. As it happens the security 
environment has taken a dramatic turn for the worse as a result of the Soviet 
Union's military intervention in Afghanistan and the U.S. response to it 
which includes the offer of sophisticated hardware to Pakistan and possibly 
an undeclared military alliance with China. Thus she faces challenges, both 
internal and external, which are truly daunting. She will, if she is to 
succeed, need the good will and support of all well-meaning citizens. They 
owe that to her and the country. On her part, she must apply the healing 
touch. The nation has been badly polarized for over a decade since the first 
congress split in 1969 and more particularly after the proclamation of the 











emergency on 26 June 1975. It must be her endeavor to end this polarization. 
She has lived up to one part of Sir Winston Churchill's adage. She has been 
defiant in adversity. She should now seek to live up to the other by being 
magnanimous in victory. India has gone through its, albeit relatively mild, 
version of a civil war. She should now speak and act as Abraham Lincoln did 
at the end of the Civil War in the United States “with malice toward none, 
with charity for all." 


Mrs Gandhi has said more than once during the election campaign that unlike 
the Janata and Lok Dal governments, she will not be vindictive towards her 
political opponents. There is no good reason to doubt her sincerity. In- 
deed, by admitting thousands of congressmen into her fold she has demon- 
strated her enormous capacity to let bygones be bygones. But that is not 
enough. She should extend a similar assurance to the bureaucracy and the 
judiciary. Both have been exposed to considerable stress and strain in 
recent years. The morale of many of their members has been badly shaken. 
The country needs their services which they cannot render if they feel 
insecure and unwanted. The Janata government sought to punish those 
officials who it felt were too zealous in Mrs Gandhi's service and to 
reward those who were supposed to have fallen foul of her regime. This 
played havoc with the bureaucracy. Mrs Gandhi should not aggravate this 
problem. When the congress first came to office in 1947, Mr Nehru and 
Sardar Patel accepted the bureaucracy as an essential instrument of an in- 
dependent Indian state irrespective of its part in the colonial set-up. 
The country has reaped the fruits of that wise approach in the form of a 
relatively politically neutral administration and administrative stability. 
Mrs Gandhi will be well advised to emulate her father's example. 


Mrs Gandhi has been and apparently remains critical of the press. She is 
convinced that it has always been unfair to her, more especially during the 
1.P. movement in 1974 and 1975 (before the proclamation of the emergency) 
and during the Janata and Lok Dal-Congress-U rule. A great deal can be 
said on both sides. For the press, too, has its grievances against her and 
those who wielded authority in her name and on her behalf during the emer- 
gency. But to engage in this kind of discussion is to reopen wounds which 
are best allowed to heal. Many journalists feel uneasy at Mrs Gandhi's 
return. They fear that she will try todragoonthem into submission and, if 
necessary, into silence. They need to be reassured through a reiteration 

of Mrs Gandhi of her own firm commitment to the concept of a free press and 
the appointment as minister of information and broadcasting of an individual 
who recognizes the importance of an uncontrolled press. Mrs Gandhi herself 
should understand that from the experience of her government and of others. 
Wildest rumors came to be widely accepted as being true during the emer- 
gency because the press was controlled. The Shah of Iran became the victim 
of the sycophants around him because in the absence of a reasonably free 
press he lost touch with the mood of the people. In a democracy the opposi- 
tion also fulfills the role of keeping the government informed of the 
grievances of the people. Ours is no exception. But as we return to 











one-party dominance of the pre-1967 era, the press once again becomes an 
important watchdog of the interests of the people. 


The people of India have repudiated the charges of authoritarianism, 
arbitrariness, abuse of power and personal corruption against Mrs Gandhi. 
This should normally settle the issue. Partly it will. The reports of 
various commissions of inquiry, which should never have been set up in the 
first instance, will, for example, now get buried fathoms deep. Similarly, 
the cases against Mrs Gandhi will be withdrawn by the new government. But 
that will not disarm her critics. They will continue to argue that her 
return to power means the end of democracy in India and that these are the 
last elections to be held in the country. This is calumny. Mrs Gandhi is 
no dictator. She was visibly ill at ease with the emergency. Smaller men 
egged her on to resort to the emergency and to push through parliament cer- 
tain amendments to the constitution and legislative measures which placed 
unnecessary and unduly heavy curbs on the freedom of the individual citizen 
and organizations. She vielded to this kind of advice but she held fair 
and free elections in March 1977 precisely because she realized that she 
needed legitimacy which only a fresh poll could give her and that she could 
operate a closed system only at the risk of doing enormous damage to the 
fabric of che Indian society and state. The Janata could have closed that 
sad chapter in our history beginning with the Gujurat agitation in the 
winter of 1973 and culminating in the proclamation of the emergency if its 
leaders possessed the necessary foresight. They failed to do so and they 
uove paid the price of their folly. India must move ahead now and tackle 
the ureent tasks of promoting orderly economic growth and social justice 
and of strengthening of its security in a very uncertain world. It has no 
time to lose in bitter recriminations. Mrs Candhi must strive to build a 
new and vigorous national consensus. The one Mr Nehru built served the 
nation reasonably well up to 1967. It needs another which conforms to the 
demands of the new situation. Mrs Gandhi is finally in a position to evolve 
one. Her place in history will depend on her success or failure to fulfill 
this vital national requirement.

PDL DISPUTE SAID STILL GROWING

[Article: "PDI Crisis Still Growing”) 


[Excerpts] The Chief of BAKIN [Intelligence Coordinating Body], General 
Yoga Sugomo, on Tuesday [13 November] invited members of the Executive 
Committee of the PDI [Indonesian Democratic Party] to discuss the composi- 
tion of the Committee for the Second Congress of the party. But the 
discussion did not take place, and the meeting only lasted about 5 minutes 
at the BAKIN office in Kebayoran Baru. 


According to our information only 17 out of the 29 members of the Executive 
Committee of the PDI, chosen in the political negotiations of 16 January 1978, 
attended. Among those attending were Sanusi Hardjadinata, Usep Ranawidjaja, 
Mrs Walandou, Achmad Sukarmadidjaja, John Pakan, Sabam Sirait, 

T.A.M. Simatupang, Wignyosumarsono and V. B. da Costa. No statement was 
obtained on what was discussed in such a short time. 


Informed sources stated that the Chief of BAKIN merely expressed his regrets 
over the present behavior of the leadership of the PDI, such as releasing 
to the press the plan for the meeting. 


The suggestion of BAKIN, which was presented in order to seek a solution 
of the PDI crisis, was regarded as the “policy” of the government by 
members of the Executive Committee of the PDI. 


Therefore, the Chief of BAKIN said that he was no longer prepared to give 
advice or his opinion for the resolution of the PDI crisis. "May God help 
our brothers in finding a solution,” stated a member of the Executive 
Committee of the PDI who attended the meeting, echoing General Yoga Sugomo. 


A member of the Executive Committee of the PDI stated that the withdrawal 
of BAKIN from giving advice and an opinion for the resolution of the PDI 
crisis was in accordance with the wishes of the General Chairman, Sanusi 
Hardjadinata. He once stated that the PDI crisis should be resolved by 
means of discussion by the PDI itself. This is only possible, states 
Sanusi, if the respective members of the Executive Committee of the PDI 
are honest about it. 








It is honesty which is hard to find, states a PDI source. Because many of 
the members of the Executive Committee of the PDI have a “vested interest” 
in the matter. "With BAKIN keeping its hands off the matter for the 
present, it can be predicted that the PDI crisis will drag on," states 

a member of the Executive Committee of the PDI. 
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BIMAS CREDIT ARREARS LNCREASE

[Article: “Logically, the Granting of BIMAS Credits Should Be Tightened”] 


[Text] With the decision of the limited cabinet meeting on economic 
affairs to provide a series of concessions for peasants associated with 
the BIMAS [Bimbingan Massa--Mass Guidance] program who are producing rice 
and secondary crops, it appears that the government is ignoring the 
dimensions of the risk ana the increasing growth of arrearages in BIMAS 
credits. 


With the increased arrearages during the past 2 years, logically the pro- 
vision of credit should be tightened, so that there will be no loss of 
funds. But it appears that the government, on the contrary, has decided 
to provide greater facilities because it is under pressure to increase 
production of food, even to the point of losing money. Therefore, the 
question which must be stuited is whether the losses will really result 

in am increase in production. And if production really increases, whether 
it corresponds to the loss of the government in bearing the risk of 
growing credit arrearages. 


This is the view of an official of the Department of Agriculture concerning 
the policy of providing a series of concessions for BIMAS peasants. 


lt was stated that, up to 1977 alone, the credit arrearages of BIMAS rice 
loans had accumulated to about Rp. 68 billion, and the credit arrearages 

‘f loans on secondary crops were about Rp. 9.34 billion. Meanwhile, the 
membership of BIMAS declined from 3.6 million peasants in 1974-1975 to 

about 3 million peasants in 1976-1977. In the statement of conclusions 

of the National Meeting on Food Production at the end of last September 

it was stated that in the following 2 years the credit arrears had continued 
to increase and BIMAS production to decline, although KOMPAS’ source could 
not provide figures on these trends. 


Regarding the total number of small peasants who own 0.5 hectares per family 
head, the number is truly very large, according to statistics of the BPS 
(Biro Pusat Statistik) [Central Statistical Office], including almost 

6 million peasants or almost 60 percent of the total number of rice 

farmers. It is these who are the source of arrearages in repayment of 

BIMAS credits. 
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If they are given concessions or even if they are provided with generous 
facilities free of cost, will they be able to increase the production of 
their fields? This is an important question which must be considered. 


The KOMPAS source considers that the question of the small farmer increasing 
the production of his fields does not involve the shortage of funds to 

buy seeds, pesticides and fertilizer. Rather it depends on how he decides 
to arrange the priorities of his land so that the seeds, pesticides and 
fertilizer from the loan are not sold as a whole or in part in order to 
meet his essential daily needs. 


Of equal importance with that is how to involve the small farmer so that he 
will continue to work his fields diligently and no!, be left to beceme a 
worker digging the fields, farm laborer, construction worker, or a merchant 
in the city, with the result that his fields are abandoned and only looked 
at to gather the harvest. Certainly, to do this the farmer must have an 
increase in opportunities for work in his village, so that his fields will 
continue t.o be cared for. 


Seen from the point of view of the objectives and system of BIMAS and 
LNMAS [Intensifikasi Massa--Intensification of the Masses], the provision 
of these concessions is regarded by the KOMPAS source as a symptom of the 
decline of the BIMAS/INMAS program. 


Undec tne BIMAS/INMAS system, as the years go by the number of BIMAS parti- 
cipants is expected to decrease and the number of INMAS participants to 
increase as the farmers gain the ability to finance their own farming 
operations. They will become conscious of the need for intensification 
and, as a result of their increased production, will be able to practice 
intensification. 


Small farmers will continue to operate on credit but the amount of their 
arrears will decrease as they become aware of the seed for intensifica- 
tion and repay their loans. 


Ihe facts at present are the reverse of this. The membership of INMAS is 
truly increasing, but this is because the farmers are “forced” to join 
because they cannot continue to belong to BIMAS, due to the arrearages of 
credit. The “forced” members of INMAS will use their seeds, pesticides, 





and fertilizer as long as they last and they have something in their pockets, 


but these are the pockets of small farmers who are unable to make the 
installment payments on their loans. There are indeed “pure” LINMAS 
members, that is, rich farmers, but their total number is small.

FOOD SHORTAGE IN WEST NUSATENGCGARA 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 13 Nov 79 p 2 
[Article: "Food Packages for Those Suffering From Hunger Edema” ] 


[Excerpts] For inhabitants of Central Lombok who are suffering from suspected 
hunger edema [KHO] and hunger edema [HO] the local Health Service has dis- 
tributed free packages of food. The packages of food consist of rice, 

dried fish, coconut oil, etc. 


The distribution of the food packages, according to Dr Karjono, Chief of 
the Health Office of the Regency of Central Lombok, who accompanied the chief 
of the regional office of the Department of Health of West Nusatenggara, 

Dr Soeroso, is entering the second phase this week. During the first phase, 
in the middle of October, packages were given to seven persons suffering 
from hunger edema who were being treated at community health centers and 
the General Hospital in Praya and 14 persons suspected of hunger edema. 

For the second pnase packets will be distributed to 94 persons suffering 
from suspected hunger edema and hunger edema. Looked at from the number 

of food packages, persons suffering from suspected hunger edema and hunger 
edema are increasing in number, compared to the middle of last October. 

But Dr Karjono did not provide a breakdown as to how many people have 
suffered from suspected hunger edema and hunger edema. He only stated 

that seven persons suffering from hunger edema at community health centers 
and the hospital have been sent home because their condition has become 
satisfactory. 


Meanwhile, free assistance fer patients who are in undernourished condi- 
tion [Kurang Makan--KM] has also begun to be distributed this week. Each 
person suffering from undernourishment is given 400 grams of rice per day 
for a period of 15 days. The rice comes from the Department of Social 
Affairs. 


The first phase of the Health Service's program for the distribution of 
powdered milk to children less than 5 years of age ended on 7 November. 
The distribution of milk powder will be continued. The distrébution will 
be carried out in cooperation with the Family Welfare Center [PKK]. The 
distribution of milk powder will be carried out at 28 villages which are 
causing concern in Central Lombok and will continue for 6 months. 
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Meanwhile, the Chief of the Regional Office of the Department of Health 
for West Nusatenggara, Dr Soeroso, said that a program for monitoring 
persons who do not have sufficient food has been underway for some time, 
as the West Nusatenggara regional office of the Department of Health has 
a food and nutrition survey program which is implemented throughout the 
year. This activity is linked to activity of the health service, informa- 
tion service, etc. Since the regional office has this program ir is able 
to make immediate recommendations to the regional government on the 
provision of food aid. Dr Soeroso was not prepared to comment on the 
findings of the food and nutrition survey, saying that the data had been 
submitted to the regional government and that it should release the 
information. 


From the Logistics Depot [Dolog] of West Nusatenggara, KOMPAS obtained the 
information that in order to overcome the shortage of food in West 
Nusatenggara the Logistics Depot provided help in the form of a loan of 
rice to the second level of local government for food storage. The total 
amount of assistance was 900 tons of rice. Earmarked for Central Lombok 
were 500 tons; for West Lombok, 50 tons; for East Lombok, 125 tons; for 
Sum awa, 100 tons; for Dompu, 25 tons; and for Bima, 100 tons. 


According to available data, up to the end of last October in all of West 
Nusetenggara the Logistics Depot distributed 8,475,326 tons of rice in 
market operations. The largest quantities were distributed in the Regencies 
2. Bime and West Lombok, with 2,827,626 tons and 2,610,197 tons, respectively. 
Sumbawa follows with 1,405,946 tons, and Central Lombok, with 206.170 tons.

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ACCIDENTAL GAS STRIKE IN RESETTLEMENT PROJECT

[Article: “Gas Strike in Resettlement Project") 


[Text] A geology team which was drilling a well for water was suddenly 
taken aback by a gas flow and flames 10 meters high from a drill hole 
about 120 meters deep. The event occurred in Unit VI of the resettlement 
[transmigrasi] project of Baturaja~Martapura (South Sumatra) last Sunday 
morning, 4 November. 


This was stated by the Director General of Resettlement Kadarusno, to KOMPAS 
in his office last Tuesday [6 November|. He received a report regarding 

the previously-mentioned development from the regional office of the Director 
General of Resettlement of South Sumatra in Palembang. 


After this unexpected development the regional office of resettlement of 
South Sumatra immediately reported it to the authorities. And on that 
same day a joint team of the Department of Mining and Energy and Pertamina 
[National Oil and Gas Mining Enterprise! immediately undertook an investi- 
gation where the event took place. 


However, as of the end of this week the Director General of Resettlement 
had mot yet received an official report of the results of the investigation 
of the joint team. It was only stated that the gas flow and the flames 
previously mentioned have now subsided or died down. The height of the 
flames still flowing is presently only 1 meter above the ground. 


Although this is the case, the location of the development has been declared 
closed or prohibited for visit by the local community, in order to avoid 
undesirable developments. 


According to the Director General of Resettlement, the resettlement project 
of Baturaja-Martapura is located in a dry region. In order to provide for 
the water needs of the people resettled in the area, wells are being drilled 
in 114 lecations. Some of the wells have been successful, encountering 
water from a substratum of earth about 120 meters deep.

EMPLOYMENT AND TRANSMIGRATION 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 12 Nov 79 pp 1, 12 
[Article: “Industry Not Absorbing Manpower; Resettlement Projects Planned” |] 


[Excerpts] In comparison with the size of the investment which is being 
placed, large industries in Indonesia clearly do not absorb much manpower. 
This includes large industries in the form of PMDN projects (Penanaman 
Modal Dalam Negri) [Investment of Domestic Capital] and PMA projects 
(Penanaman Modal Asing) [Investment of Foreign Capital}. 


furthermore, the distribution of PMDN and PMA projects referred to above is 
very uneven and is centered above all around the large cities. This circum 
stance brings out and accelerates the current of urbanization or the 
movement of people from village areas to metropolitan areas, which is 
difticult to guard against. 


This was stated by the Minister of Manpower and Transmigration, Professor 
Harun Zain, in his speech before participants in the seminar of reporters 
belonging to the PWI [Indonesian Journalists Union] of Greater Jakarta, in 
jakarta, last Monday [5 November). 


From 1968 to the beginning of August 1979, the number of PMDN projects 
approved by the government totaled 3,228, with a total investment of 

Rp. 3,700 billion. Meanwhile, the number of PMA projects approved by the 
government during the same period totaled 777, with an investment of about 
$7.4 billion or Rp. 4,625 billion (SUS1 equals Rp. 625 at the present rate 
of exchange). 


The 4,005 PMDN and PMA projects referred to, with a total investment of 
about Rp. 8,325 billion, turned out only able to absorb about 1,712,000 
workers directly employed, including among them 27,000 foreign workers. 

Sut in this total there is not included manpower indirectly employed as 

a result of the PMDN and PMA projects referred to, such as workers involved 
in transportation, restaurants, stores, cafes, etc. 


la this connection during the Third Five-Year Plan new workers coming onto 
the job market will be about 6.5 million people. And if this figure is 
added to the total number of unemployed who have not yet been channeled 
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into the job market, totaling 1.5 million people, this means that at the 
end of the Third Five-Year Plan (in 1984) the total number of workers who 
will need employment will total about 8 milion. 


In addition to the fact that it is not absorbing much manpower, according 
to the minister of manpower and transmigration, the distribution of PMDN 
and PMA projects at present is very uneven. The largest proportion (about 
65 percent) of the PMDN and PMA projects is in Java, and the remaining 

35 percent is spread outside of Java. And for Java alone the PMDN and PMA 
projects are for the most part centered in the vicinity of the capital, 
Jakarta, and the other large cities. 


Minister Harun Zain went on to sctate that, based on a survey in several 
areas, it appears that small industria! enterprises and shops outside 

PMDN and PMA projects absorb more manpower in comparison with the level of 
capital invested. 


In that connection the Department of Manpower and Transmigration is in the 
course of making a study and list of the total number of existing shops 
ind small industries as well as their capacity to absorb manpower. If 
later it is proved that these two forms of enterprise can absorb manpower 
in larger numbers, this matter will be reported to the Chief of State in 
order to form a basis for change «<r for a new policy in the sector of 
investment of domestic capital.

HENG SAMRIN MARKS ANNIVERSARY OF PRK FOUNDING

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DEBT RELIEF SOUGHT FOR PAYMENTS DUE IN JUNE

[Text] Islamabad; Jan. 13: Pakistan is expected to take up the question 
of debt relief bilaterally with the main creditor countries for debt re- 
paymen*s due up to June this year. 


According to the information available here the question of debt relief at 
60 per cent of maturities due up to June; 1980 is to be considered by Aid- 
to-Pakistan Consortium at its annual meeting in June this year. However, 
Pakistan might approach the main creditor countries bilaterally for debt 
relief arrangements. The relief could be sought on both the repayments due 
up to June this year or for the whole of the next three year period. 


It may be recalled that the last Consortium meeting had decided that the 
World Bank and International Monetary Fund would constantly monitor Paki- 
stan's economic performance. However the steps taken by the Pakistan Govern- 
ment since the last budget were appreciated by the two financial organisa- 
tions; and the IMF even accepted to make available around 148 million dol- 
lars. 


Pakistan's total annual debt repayment has recently shot up to 450 million 
dollars and it has been se»king relief on repayment up to June; 1983. 


So far Pakistan has not defaulted in its payments to the creditor coun- 
tries. Although no break up of payments due within the next half of the 
fiscal year is available; if Pakistan could hammer out an “understanding 
with the main creditors--United States; Britain; France; West Germany and 
Japan--it would mean relief of at least 150 million dollars according to an 
estimate Pakistan has already signed partial debt relief accord with Britain; 
Japan; Switzerland; Sweden and Denmark. 
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DICTATORSHIP HAS NO PLACE IN ISLAM 
Islamabad THE MUSLIM in English 18 Dec 79 p 1 


{Text} Lahore, Dec. 17: S. M. Zafar, an eminent constitutional lawyer, 
said here today the basic principles of politics and government have been 
embodied in the Holy Quran and there could be no dictator in Muslim society 
except Allah. 


While giving his arguments on the petition of B. Z. Kaikaus before the Shariat 
Bench of the Lahore High Court, Mr. Zafar submitted that it had been argued 

in this court that the general masses could not be given the right to vote 

and choose their amir. 


Mr. Zafar referred to the general elections of 1946 and quoting from a book 
'Tarikhi Faisla', said that 6.70 crore Muslims voted in these general elec- 
tions. In this elections, he said the Muslim League got 84 per cent votes, 
Jamiat-e-Ulema-i-Hind got less than one per cent and the Ahrar-e-Islam got 
no seat in the Assembly and its percentage was zero. 


Similar was the case with Khaksars, Sunni Board and Shia Political Board, he 
said. 


Mr. Zafar said these parties had the backing of the ulema but the masses 
voted in overwhelming majority for the Muslim League. 


After the result of the general election, the Quaid-e-Azam spoke before a 
Muslim convention and said that the people of Muslim Ummat by voting in ma- 
jority ‘had made the Pakistan's creation inevitable. 


Thus, Mr. Zafar said, the Muslim masses took a correct decision than the 
learned and the educated class. 


Quoting a verse from the Holy Quran, Mr. Zafar said sovereignty belongs to 
Allah, meaning that in the Muslim society, there could be no dictatorship. 
Mr. Zafar also quoted from the late Justice S. A. Rehman's lecture in the 
International Islamic Conference which was held in Lahore in 1958. In his 
lecture Rehman had said that the concept that sovereignty belongs to Allah, 
militates against any potential human dictator. 
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At this stage, Justice Javed Iqbal observed that it was a very fine and novel 
interpretation that there could be only one dictator and dictatorship be- 
longed to God. There can be no human dictator. 


Mr. Zafar contended that in the Holy Quran there was no specific mention of 
any form of government. Islam only lays down principles of how to run the 
government. The form and details have been left to the people to decide 
from time to time in the context of their needs and circumstances. However, 
the Muslims were a politically alert community, he said. 


Politics is known to the Muslims by virtue of their history and training 
given to them by Prophet Mohammad (peace be upon him). Mr. Zafar submitted 
that it is laid in Quran that the Muslim community should run its affairs 

by mutual consultations. This indicates that Muslims must set up a democra- 
tic system of government.

NOT LONG AGO, the Energy Resources Cell met in Islam- 
abad to consider ways and means of reducing consumption of 
all forms of motive, aoe we lighting power. It came up 
with the following bright ideas: give every car a save-energy 
Sticker overprint railway, air and bus tickets with appro- 
priate slogans, get suitable articles printed in the national 
Press. enhance speed limits on highways, deploy official 
media to “educate the public and emphasise the gravity oi 
the situation’, imtroduce “attractive jingles” on radio and 
TV and request “famous comperes to include the message in 
their programmes”. More seriously, the meeting recomm- 
ended the closure of filling stations once a week, an increase 
in the price of “certain” products, early closure of shops and 

we are certain the malingerers will love it — the introduction 
of a five-day working week. All these recommendations only 
expose the naivete of those who have made them but when the 
Executive Committee of the National Economic Council 
proposes a 20 per cent cut in energy consumption in the 
next two years, it means that the situation is grave, indeed. 
It also means the revision of the Five-Year Plan. 


The authors of the Five-Year Plan - and the wisdom of 
thinking five years ahead when OPEC is meeting evey five 
weeks to revise oil prices can be questioned even by laymen 
now — had envisaged a 6 to 7 per cent annual increase in fuel 
consumption. They had also regarded this extrapolation as an 
‘index of development activity’ during the next five years. 
Now, a 20 per cent cut in energy consumption in the next 
two years will bring this index tumbling down. Production 
will suffer, prices will rise, unemployment will grow and there 
will be vital scarcities in vital sectors. Oil constitutes 40 per 
cent of the nation’s energy demand. Even so, this country 
remains one of the most frugal consumers of oil, with each 
Pakistani getting no more than one-twentieth of a ton per 
annum. As regards coal, its use can Only increase because our 
collieries are not working to full capacity. Electricity is still 
a luxury for thousands of villages. It will be a miracle if the 
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countryside is electrified by the end of the century. Even the 
few big cities that we have do not have enough power. There is 
grave misuse of energy by the urban elite but then most of the 
big ones belong to the ‘public sector’, so to say. We think, 
therefore, that someone somewhere along the line has over- 
reacted to the new oil price hike by some OPEC countries. 
Leon mane same time thinking of setting up 4 
20 billion dollar bank to help the Most Seriously Affected 
(MSA) countries buy their requirements. Moreover, a 20 per 
cent cut in energy consumption will mean a similar reduction 
in the money which accrues to the Federation from the sale 
of oil and electricity. With a huge resource gap staring it in the 
face already, how does the Government propose to meet this 
additional shortfall? By increasing energy prices by another 20 
er cent or by resorting to more deficit financing? A 20 per 
cent reduction in energy consumption will, in short, mean 
stagflation of the type we have not witnessed in living memo- 
ry. Energy is an international problem: let the Government 
not panic into ordering precipitate economies which it may 
regret at a later stage. This is time for a dialogue — for an 
omergency U.N. session on energy. Oil-producing nations must 
sit with their poor clients — and most of them are desperately 
poor — and work out a modus vivendi. They could help by 
trading more with MSA countries, by selling them oil at 
subsidised rates, under barter deals, or on credit and, above all, 
‘wey Could invest some of their surplus capital in fund-starved 
economies in the Third World. In the meantime, we could 
learn to make the most efficient use of our meagre energy 
resources mdigenous as well as imported. 
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CUT OF 20 PERCENT IN ENERGY CONSUMPTION CONTEMPLATED 
Islamabad THE MUSLIM in English 19 Dec 79 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Islamabad, Dec. 18: The government is envisaging a 20 per cent cut 
in the consumption of energy in the next two years. The two-day meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the National Economic Council, which concluded 
here today, has in this connection, decided to set up a committee which will 
also examine in detail the imported energy consumption in the country. 


On the second day the ECNEC, which met under the Chairmanship of Federal 
Finance Minister Ghulam Ishaq Khan, approved another 13 projects bringing 
the total number of projects approved in two days to 25. The projects ap- 
proved on the second day would cost the government nearly Rs2,400 million 
with a foreign exchange component of about Rs./700 million. 


The ECNEC sanctioned Rs.643.147 million, with a foreign exchange component 

of Rs.330.700 for the expansion of the Pakistan Security Printing Corpora- 
tion. The project aims at replacing the old equipment and creating new capa- 
city to cater to the additional needs for printing currency, bank notes and 
other security documents. The project is expected to provide employment 

to about 1,200 persons. 


A polyester project sponsored by the Federal Chemical and Ceramic Corpora- 
tions Ltd., and costing Rs.377.25 million with a foreign exchange component 
of Rs. 224.864 million, will be partly financed by the Islamic Development 
Bank. 


Explaining the reasons for allowing the establishment of the polyester unit, 
the ECNEC said the textile industry in other countries was moving towards 
greater use of blended fabrics and in order to complete in international 
markets, the local textile industry would have to increase the use of poly- 
ester fibre and the increased domestic availability of polyester would faci- 
litate this change. 


The ECNEC also approved expansion schemes for Javedan and Mustakhem cement 
factories costing Rs.385.115 million and Rs.407.788 million, respectively. 
As a result of the expansion, the two factories would be able to increase 
their combined production by 0.93 million tons. 

















The ECNEC gave approval to an Area Development Scheme for Mardan at a total 
cost of Rs.96.030 million. A similar scheme for Kohat, to be located at 
Kohat-Peshawar Road at a cost of Rs.78.839 million, was also approved. 


The Committee accorded its approval to various development projects in the 
sectors of industries, natural resources and energy. 


The Committee also approved the scheme of National Fertilizer Development 


Centre (NFDC) costing Rs.27.798 million with a foreign exchange component 
of Rs.18.352 million.

SAWAR FOR TIMELY LOANS TO FARMERS

[Text] The Punjab Governor Lt Gen Sawar Khan has advised the commercial 
banks to ensure timely supply of loans to farmers to enable them to step 
up agricultural production. 


Addressing bankers in Lahore on Sunday, he stressed that the procedure 
for grant of loans to small farmers must be simplified to facilitate speedy 
availability of funds for purchase of much-needed agricultural inputs. 


fhe meeting was attended by Provincial Adviser, Dr Abdul Ghafoor Bhatti, 
Acting Chief Secretary, Punjab, Chairman, Pakistan Banking Council and 
senior bankers. 


The Governor asked the Adviser for Agriculture to hold a meeting with the 
bankers every month to sort out problems. He assured the bankers that 
the Provincial Government will help them in the recovery of loans to be 
provided by the commercial banks to the poor farmers. The experience of 
recovery of cooperative loans last year, he said, was encouraging. 


The Governor also directed the Government agencies engaged in the promo- 
tion of agriculture, to help the commercial banks in procedural matters 
ind to intensify their operation in rural areas. 


He said there was need for a tremendous off-take in the supply of agricul- 
tural inputs to small farmers in February when fertilisers would be required 
in greater quantity. 


He said the commercial banks must appreciate that the farmers were gener- 
illy illiterate and lacked technical know-how. As such, their requirements 
of loans should be met by simplifvinge the existing procedure for the grant 
of loans. The flow of loans shou e more in better production areas, 


he added. 


fhe Governor also stressed the need for better communication and frequent 
meet'ngs between the representatives of commercial banks and government 
agencies engag in the development of agriculture in the Province. 





The banks should also clearly demarcate their allocation for ‘rabi' and 
‘kharif,* crops to ensure regular supply of loans for boosting agricul- 
tural production in the Province, he added.

EXPORT TARGET UP BY $220 MILLION 
Lahore THE PAKISTAN TIMES in English 31 Dec 79 p 8 


(Text) Karachi, Dec. 30: The Government has revised upward the export 
target for the current fiscal year to $2,120 million, from the originally 
fixed $1,900 million, authoritative sources disclosed here today. 


They said projections for export earnings during the current fiscal year 
have been increased by $220 million following the excellent cotton crop 
in the current season and improved performance of almost all the export- 
able commodities this year in terms of quantity as well as valve. 


According to the revised estimates the sources said, export of raw cotton 

is now expected to fetch $231 million as against the previous estimate of 
miy SLO? million while the export of petroleum products which was ori- 
ginally projected to realise $116 million is now likely to earn $152 million 
in 1979-80. 


Similarly, export projections of other commodities have also been revised, 
including that of rice from $381 million to $393.50 million, carpets 

from $175 million to $135 million, leather from $130 to $135 million, 

and other commodities, including fresh fruits and vegetables, spices, 
engineering goods, sports goods, surgical instruments are likely to fetch 
3522.50 million instead of previously estimated $490 million during the 
current fiscal year.

COTTON EXPORTS REACH $41 MILLION 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 9 Jan 80 p 5 


[Text] Pakistan has exported cotton worth more than 41 million dollars in the 
first half of the current fiscal year, official sources told PPI here. 


The sources said export of cotton is being made from the new crop as well 
as from the stock of previous crop while the Cotton Export Corporation has 
also been able to procure substantial export order for shipment in the sub- 
sequent period of the 1979-80 fiscal year. 


They said during the single month of December last 48,774 bales of cotton 
worth 10.36 million dollars was exported which included 42,808 bales of 
staple cotton worth 9.10 million dollars and 5,966 bales of Desi cotton 
worth 1.25 million dollars. 


The sources said in anticipation of excellent cotton crop this season, the 
Government has already revised upward the export target of cotton to 231 
million dollars from 107 million dollars fixed previously. This increase 
in export target, they said indicate more than double increase of the ori- 
ginal projection. 


Meanwhile, trade circles have expressed doubt about the ability of Cotton 
Export Corporation to handle the export trade of cotton in the current sea- 
son when it would be having the highest ever surplus exportable of about 
1.8 million bales. 


These circles said the production of crop in the current season has now of- 
ficially been declared at 3.825 million bales which, with some 350 thousand 
to 400 thousand bales of cotton available from previous year's stock pro- 
vides the largest ever supply of about 4.2 million bales to the country. 


Of this, they said local consumption of cotton would be abou~ 2.4 million 
bales which would leave a net surplus of about 1.8 million bales for export, 
in the current fiscal year. 


These circles maintained that Cotton Expert Corporation has so far been 
able to export only 50,000 bales from the new cotton crop in the first four 
months of the season, which leaves a huge pile-up at home for export in 
future.

They maintained that even if the Corporation succeedes in making forward ex- 
port commitments for the entire surplus cotton, it would take much longer 
period to effect actual shipment and the country would suffer losses in the 
form of carrying charges which average Rs. 8 per maund every month. 


Real Price 


The real price of cotton after paying the carrying charges, the circles con- 
tended may therefore be reduced to half and the benefit of a bumper crop 
may be lost. 


The trade circles also referred to the reports circulating in the market 
according to which the storage area in TPX at Karachi is full to capacity 
with cotton bales totalling 350 thousand bales while another 200 thousand 
bales are said to be stored under make-shift arrangements at Multan. 


Besides this, they said the ginning factories have been asked to store cot- 
ton in their compounds and yet large stocks of seed cotton are held in the 
open fields awaiting room to move in the ginning factories and from there to 
the sales and export centres. 


The trade circles have also taken exception to the nonavailability of rele- 
vant informations about the business operations of the Corporation, and pro- 
curement and export. 


Phosphatic Fertilisers 


During the next cotton crop season, trials will be held on a country-wide 
basis to determine whether or not phosphatic fertilisers are of any benefit 
to growing cotton. 


The decision to conduct these cirials was taken at a meeting of experts and 
agencies connected with cotton held at Lahore a couple of days ago, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Heshamul Haq, Vice-President, Pakistan Central Cot- 
ton Committee (PCCC). 


The country-wide tests will be carried out under the aegis of the PCCC., 


The need to conduct these tests has arisen due to conflicting reports about 
the utility of phosphatic fertilisers when used to boost cotton production. 


The PCCC Research Institute at Multan launched investigations into repor’s 
that phosphatic fertiliser wes not of much help to growing cotton in a tvo- 
yeer series of tests carried out in Sind and Punjab provinces. 


The results of the trials carried out tn Sind are still not available, but 
the tests conducted in Punjab showed that the response of growing cotton to 
phosphatic fertiliser was "negligible". 








However, the Soil Fertility Directorate, Government of Punjab, still recom 
mends the use of phosphatic fertiliser, which it says helps boost cotton pro- 
duction. 


Some types of phosphatic fertilisers at times increase the per acre yield 
of cotton. 


The Lahore moot decided that country-wide tests should be conducted to re- 
solve the matter. 


if the tests are negative, the use and thus import of phosphatic fertilisers 
will be reduced. 


Insect 


[t was also decided at the Lahore meeting to conduct tests to confirm reports 
by some farmers in the Multan region that kerosene oil, when applied in the 


ratio of one gallon per acre along with some irrigation water, helped to 
protect the cotton crop from insects. 


The Vice-President of the PCCC suggested that a trial use of rhizobium bac- 
terial culture be made as is the case in some advanced countries where it 
is said to help in the better utilisation of nitrogeneous fertilisers in 

‘guminous crops, such as wheat, maize, rice and cotton, particularly 
the tcer.--PPI/APP.

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RISE OF 25 PERCENT IN OVERSEAS REMITTANCES

Text] An increase of 25 per cent has been recorded in the amount of remit- 
tances sent by the overseas Pakistanis during nine months of last year over 


remittances in the same period of 1978. 


According to a study, overseas Pakistanis remitted a sum of 1,042.56 mil- 
lion dollars during January-September 1979 through the nationalised banks. 


against this, Pakistani emigrants had sent an amount of 834.15 million 
lers during the nine months of 1978. 


The study made by a senior banking expert reveals the highest increase of 
more than 114 per cent in remittances from Pakistanis living in Saudi Arabia 
followed by about 64 per cent from UK and over 20 per cent from Kuwait dur- 
ing last year. 


the study estimated that of all the Pakistanis working abroad only eleven per- 
ent remit their savings home which it points out call for making efforts to 
increase the level of remittances. 


Remittance of savings, the study states, is governed by a number of factors 
which include the cost of living in the countries where emigrants are en- 
zaged, the number of dependants left behind by emigrants, incentives avail- 
ible by way of providing an assured return on remittances and objective ap- 
proach for making maximum savings and remittances to Pakistan. 


The study, however, notes a certain degree of apprehension in the minds of 
overseas Pakistanis with respect to interest-free banking and method of col- 
lecting Zakat.

Future Market 


About the emigration of Pakistani labour to various countries, the study has 
suggested the planners in Pakistan to assess the potential available in 
African countries, particularly Nigeria, as market of Pakistani manpower in 
future. 


It states that outflow of Pakistani manpower to African countries like Al- 
geria, Gabon, Nigeria, Tanzania, Uganda and Zambia during 1973-1977 period 
cannot be compared in any way with the scale of emigration to oil-rich 
Middle Eastern countries, yet these African countries offer bright prospects 
for marketing of Pakistani labour in future. 


About the Middle Eastern countries the study states that eight of them had 
absorbed a total of 3.5 million foreign workers by end of 1977 and their 
demand of manpower during 1980, as estimated in a World Bank report, would 
be over one million skilled workers. 


The extent to which Pakistan would be able to take advantage of this demand, 
it says, would depend on a number of factors ranging from the initiative of 
the Government and private sectors at home to job performance and social be- 
haviour of Pakistani emigrants abroad. 


The study has projected total manpower supply of over two million in the 
current year (including matriculates and above) of which the local demand 
is about 1.71 million leaving a surplus of over four lakh. 


Manpower supply during 1985 has been estimated at about three million of 
which about 2.3 million is the local demand while about seven lakh would 
be available as surplus.--PPI.

HEAVY DAMAGE TO CROP A” REAGE REPORTED 
Bangkok SIAM «AT in Thai 17 Nov 79 p 2 


[Text] It was revealed that 11 million rai of crop 
acreage were hit by natural disasters this year and 
more than 1.1 million rai were lost. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and Cooperatives revealed to SIAM RAT that 
a survey of crop acreage from 13 June to 18 October 1979 by the Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Extension found that this year 11,244,911.25 rai 
were hit by natural disasters and of this, crop land valued at 
1,124,842.25 million baht was completely lost. 


The Northeast received the most damage: 454,000 rai. In the North 
424,000 rai were lost, and in the West 330,000 rai were lost. 


The produce which was destroyed on this land included rice, corn, hemp, 
various kinds of beans, etc. The drought on the crop land this year 
caused a production decrease as follows: rice paddy dropped from 15.2 
million tons to 14 million. It is estimated that the second planting 
of rice will be relatively less productive because there is very little 
moisture in the cultivated areas. Sugar cane dropped from 20 million 
tons last year to 16 million tons. Hemp .ropped from 300,000 tons to 
260,000 tons. Castor bean production dropped from 42,000 tons to 
30,000 tons and exports had to be stopped. The cultivated area devoted 
to cassava increased from 4.8 million rai to 5.24 million rai but pro- 
duction decreased from 10.70 million tons to 10.48 million tons. 


In 1978 there was a drought which caused losses of agricultural produc- 
tion valued at 6,800 million baht. This meant that exports decreased 
by about 4,000 million baht. There are no estimates what the damage 
for this year is. 
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LEVEL OF NATIONAL DEBT REPORTED 
Bangkok DAO SIAM in Thai 26 Nov 79 pp 1, 2 


[Text] A survey of the "National Debt" of those Thai people who have 
borrowed money from both domestic and foreign sources has been 
released. The per capita debt is almost 3,000 baht. The Council for 
Development has issued a warning that money borrowed from abroad is not 
being used advantageously enough and that care must be taken that the 
interest not be a burden for our descendants. 


The latest edition of the JOURNAL FOR ECONOMICS AND SOCIETY issued by 
the office of the National Commission for Economic and Social Develop- 
ment revealed that at the end of last April Thailand had a national 
debt of 122,201 million baht. If Thailand has a population of 47 
million then the per capita national debt would be 2,600 baht. 


The national debt of 122,201 million baht includes a domestic debt of 
78,159 million baht, 16,437 million baht which the government borrowed 
from foreign sources and 27,605 million baht in loans to state enter- 
prises guaranteed by the government. The total foreign debt is 36,506 
million baht. 


The same issue of the JOURNAL FOR ECONOMICS AND SOCIETY mentioned that 
the burden of debt to be budgeted and repaid, including interest and 
principal, averaged about 5,084 million baht per year between 1966 and 
1980. 


Of the total 36,506 million baht borrowed from foreign sources the 
government has used 42 percent for roads, telecommunications and trans- 
portation; 21.3 percent for power plants; 13.6 percent for dams and 
irrigation systems; 21 percent for municipal and local development; 

and the rest for education and public health. 


There has been much discussion as to whether the borrowed money will be 
a burden or a blessing for future generations. In this issue the jour- 
nal stated the opinion that the money which is used for development is 
advantageous for the country depending on how the returns from the 
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investments compare with the interest costs. If the returns on the 
investments are greater than the interest payments then the borrowed 
money will be a blessing for our descendants; if not it will be a 
burden. 


There has not been a detailed survey for Thailand but there is a 

basis for saying that the money is being used slowly. The data from 
1977 to 1978 shows that only 51 percent of the money borrowed has been 
used which means that the development advantages for the people will 
be delayed as well. It is the duty of the heads of the projects to 
improve the administration of the projects and speed them up because 
if the investment returns from a project do not keep up with the 
interest payments then it cannot be denied that a burden has been 
created for our descendants.
